To the Chairman and members of the Penistone Rural District Council. 
lady and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit my Annual Report upon the Health 
Services of the Penistone Rural District for the year ending 3lst 
December, 1961. 


As I have done in my reports in the past, I am including in 
this document certain Statistics of the Part ITI services of the 
Local Health Authority, as provided in the Penistone Rural District. 


The Vital Statistics for 1961 are much more encouraging this 

year than they were in 1960, The Birth Rate, at 15.7 per 1,000 

of the population, has risen very slightly, but it is still lower 
than that for the West Riding Administrative County and England 
and Wales. The adjusted rate is 17.0. The Death Rate, at 8.5

This is a very satisfactory general picture indeed, and I am 
glad to be able to report these Statistics, 


The Infantile Mortality Rate, which means much in assessing 
the general health of the population, remains more or less the 
Same as it was last year. The rate is only varying a matter of 
three decimal points; in fact, there were the same number of 
deaths, i.e. 2, In each case the child lived less than a week, 
one dying from premature birth and the other from Meningitis. 


In 1966 we had no fatal home accidents and this was rather 
encouraging, particularly when we remember that the previous 
year there were 5 home accident deaths. We are continuing our 
propaganda efforts to encourage people to take particular care in 
the home, and more especially in the homes where there are young 


due toa Sharp outbreak of Measles which commenced almost at the 
beginning of the year and did not show any sign of declining until 
the end of the third quarter. One noticeable feature about the 
infectious disease picture is the complete absence of Whooping 
Cough, Poliomyelitis, infections of the gastrointestinal tract, 
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e.g. Dysentery, Food Poisoning, etc. I think I must repeat what 
I said last year, that this indicates a very healthy state of 
affairs in the Penistone Rural District. 


As is usual Mr. Pearson, the Chief Public Health Inspector, 
has prepared that part of the report which deals with Sanitary 
Circumstances. The complete report has been included in this 
document, as it is detailed and in some cases self-explanatory, 
and Mr. Pearson has added comments where necessary. 


Of the total number of dwelling houses in the district (2,450) 
2,235 are on public water supply; the remainder are supplied from 
private sources, and the Samples taken from time to time during 
the year from those private sources indicate that six were 
unsatisfactory bacteriologically. Advice was given to the tenants 
of the properties concerned regarding the water Supply. Again, 


of High Hoyland, where the supply was intermittent from tine to 


time. We are still hoping to improve the Supply to this Village 
in the near future. 


Sewerage and Sewage disposal remains as Satisfactory as could 
be expected in a Rural District. Of the 2,450 houses, 1,974 are 
on a main water carriage system, the remainder being chemical 
closets, pail closets or earth Closets. These conditions, of 


course, are caused by the lack of sewer or water facilities in the 
neighbourhood. 


In concluding this short preaple to my report I would like 
to put on record my appreciation of the great help Mr. Pearson and 
his staff have been to me in the environmental field.

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SCARLET FEVER 


There were 5 cases of Scarlet Fever reported in the Penistone 
Rural area during 1961. Of these, 4 were admitted to Hospital. 
The attack rate was 0.68 compared with 0.43 for England and Wales 
and 0.55 for the West Riding Administrative County. 


DIPHTHERIA 


No case of Diphtheria was notified in the district during 1961, 
and the immunisation rate for young children remains fairly constant. 
During 1961, 104 children received primary immunisation, 87 of 
which were under 5 years of age and 17 between the ages of 5 and 
15 years. Together with these there were 28 children who received 
reinforcing doses of the antigen during the entrance medical 
examination at School, at the age of 5. 


Although there were no notifications of Diphtheria, this 
Should never be taken as an indication that immunisation is no 
longer necessary. If we are to remain free from the disease it is 
the duty of every parent to see that their young children are 
protected, and protection can only be obtained through immunisation. 


MEASLES 


There were 150 cases of Measles notified during the year and 
the attack rate, at 20.51, was much higher than the rate for 
England and Wales, at 16.52, and for the West Riding Administrative 
County, at 17.63. 


The outbreak commenced at the beginning of the year and 94 
cases were reported in the first quarter. In the second quarter a 
further 43 cases were notified, and the incidence began to decline 
towards the end of the third quarter of the year, when 12 cases were 
reported, followed by one case at the end of the year. 


Once again the age group principally affected was the 5 to 
10 years group, although there were 4 cases in the 15 to 25 years 
age group. 


The attack was not confined to any one particular part of 
the district. There were no deaths. 


WHOOPING COUGH 


For the first time since 1954 the district was free from 
Whooping Cough. At least, no case was notified to me, and it is 
only the second time since records were kept that this has happened. 
One would like to think that this is the future trend, and due to 
the introduction of Whooping Cough immunisation, which commenced 
in the Penistone Rural District over ten years ago. A study of the 
statistics since 1947 shows that there has been a marked reduction 
in the number of notified cases fron 1953 onwards, but until we get 
100% imminisation we shall always have odd pockets of resistence. 


It is an established fact that of all the cases of Whooping 
Cough notified to me since 1952, without exception the cases have 
occurred in children who have not been immunised. I am particularly 
anxious to emphasise this point because the immunisation level 
fell during 1961, only 77 children receiving protective treatment 
compared with 95 in 1960. As I have stressed many times in the 
past, it is only by complete immunisation of all persons at risk 
that one can expect a reasonable margin of safety in the community. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


During the year one case of Non-pulmonary Tuberculosis was 
notified, There were, however, 2 cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 
both of which were transfers, previously residing in the Wortley 
Rural District. There was one death from Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
during the year. 
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The usual careful investigations were made by the Tuberculosis 
Health Visitor, and this business of tracing contacts is a most 
important and useful part of the Preventive Medical Services. It is 
often unrewarding and inevitably time consuming. It calls for 
patience and dilligence and not a little diplomatic charm to 
persuade people, who probably feel perfectly well, that it is in 
their best interests to have a chest X-ray, more especially when 
this may entail a lengthy bus journey, as is the case in a scattered 
rural district. An infectious case is a constant danger, not only 
to children but to new contacts, and the Tuberculosis Health 
Visitor has a vital job to do. 


B.C.G. VACCINATION 


As in previous years the scheme for vaccination of the 13/14 
year old Schoolchildren with B.C.G. was continued. In the Schools 
concerned in the Penistone area the number tested was 193. At the 
same time a total of 124 children vaccinated in 1960 attended for 
a retest during 1961. Of those 193 Tuberculin tested for the first 
time, 70 gave a positive result and 123 a negative result. This 
latter 123 were duly vaccinated. 


It is interesting to note that of the 124 children vaccinated 
in 1960 and retested in 1961, 118 were successfully converted to 
positive, and the 6 remaining were very doubtful non-conversions. 


MASS RADIOGRAPHY 


The Mass Radiography Unit did not visit the district during 
1961, but was stationed in a neighbouring Local District Council 
area and we took advantage of this fact to send certain children 
from the Penistone district for examination. 


At the time of writing this report I am expecting the Unit 
+o visit the area in the very near future. 


SMALLPOX 


I am pleased to report that vaccinations against Smallpox 
increased during 1961, 11 children under the age of one year being 
vaccinated, and 47 between the ages of 1 and 15 years. 


There were no revaccinations. 
POLIOMYELITIS 


I have to report that there was no case of Poliomyelitis in 
the Penistone Rural area during the year under review, and it is 
now five years since a case was reported in the district. I append 
below a table showing the figures as at the 31st December, last for 
the Division as a whole.

GENERAL PROVISION OF THE HEALTH SERVICES 
HOSPITALS 


The General Hospitals available locally for the Penistone 
Area are those in Barnsley and Sheffield. For certain parts of 
the area it may be more convenient to use the Huddersfield 
Hospitals. 


Infectious Diseases are accommodated chiefly in Kendray 
Hospital, Barnsley, and others may be dealt with at Lodge Moor, 
Sheffield. Maternity cases are dealt with at Hallamshire Maternity 
Home, Chapeltown, St. Helen Hospital, Barnsley, and Princess Royal 
Maternity Home, Huddersfield. 


LABORATORY FACILITIES 


All Laboratory work is carried out by the two Public Health 
Service Laboratories, one at Wakefield and one at the City General 
Hospital, Sheffield. 


MORTUARY 


There is a Mortuary in Penistone and this serves the 
surrounding areae 


AMBULANCE SERVICE 


I am very pleased to report the satisfactory working of the 
Ambulance Service in the district. Overall responsibility for 
the service is undertaken from the Ambulance Station at Hoyland. 
In the Penistone area itself two vehicles are based at the Fire 
Station, and during the year telephones have been installed in the 
arivers homes which enables them to be on call from 11.0 p.m. to 
7.0 a.m. There has been no alteration in the vehicle establishment, 
but Committee approval has been given and it is hoped to obtain an 
extra vehicle very soon. 


The Hoyland Station is now responsible for receiving all 
communications from the Maltby and Wath-on-Dearne Depots during the 
evenings.

An Ante-Natal Clinic is held at Shrewsbury Road, Penistone every 
Tuesday afternoon by the General Medical Practitioners of the area. 
The Midwives working in the Penistone Urban and Rural Areas attend 
and help in the ante-natal preparation of the expectant mother. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


During 1961 the Clinic held at Weston House, High Street, 
Penistone on the first and third afternoons of each month was closed. 
Patients now attend the principal Clinic held at 46 Church Street, 
Barnsley, where the Tuberculosis Health Visitor attends to carry out 
liaison duties with the Chest Physician. She also carries out the 
domiciliary visiting in respect of Tuberculosis. 


HEALTH VISITING SERVICE 


Te Health Visiting staff in this area during the year has 
been under strength because of the illness of Miss K. Power, and it 
has been impossible to obtain any temporary help. The Health Visitors

The area during the year was fully staffed so far as the Home 
Nursing Service was concerned, Miss Thwaites returning to her area 
in January, after successfully passing her Queen's District Training. 
All the Nurses are mobile and are available on the telephone. 


During the year the Nurses in the Penistone Urban and Rural 
areas attended 235 cases, performing in all 6,158 visits. 


During 1961 the Home Nurses were supplied with disposable 
Sterile Syringes, one Syringe being used for each patient and then 
thrown awaye This obviated the need for boiling Syringes in a 
saucepan in each patient's home.

The Midwifery Service, so far as staff is concerned, has been 
up to strength. The Midwives are mobileand are available on the 
telephone. 


During 1961 the Midwives attended 90 confinements, 86 cases 
in the capacity of Midwives and 4 as Maternity Nurses. Of these cases 
3 availed themselves of Gas and Air Analgesia and 40 of Trilene 
Analgesia. The Midwives during the year have each been provided with 
a Trilene Machine and, therefore, it is available to all expectant 
mothers in the area. 


The duties of the Midwife include ante-natal care of the 
expectant mother in the home and at the Clinic, delivery of the baby 
and visiting during the puerperium. In addition they run a thriving 
Ante-Natal Class for expectant mothers, where talks, demonstrations 
and exercises are carried out. 


DOMESTIC HELP SERVICE 


During 1961 there was an increase of 1,324 hours allocated to 
cases receiving the services of a Home Help as compared with the 
previous year. In 1960 the number of hours used was 2,527; in 1961 - 
3,851. In all, 12 Domestic Helps were employed in the Penistone Rural 
District in 25 homes, as compared with 14 homes the previous year. 
There were 12 of these cases continuing from 1960, but the others were 
new. The following table explains the type of cases whose homes were

The increase of cases was within the "65 years and over" group. 
This is a very valuable service, providing care for the old people 1 
and does, indeed, help them to remain longer in their own homes, 
Once again I must stress that however valuable this service is, it 
does not replace the help that can be and should be given by the 
family. Too many old people feel lonely and unwanted. 


CHIROPODY SERVICE

The Chiropody Service which the West Riding County Council 
established throughout its area in 1960 continues to provide a mich 
needed service in the commnity. In ny report for 1960 I outlined 
the procedure for obtaining this treatment. 


The service is in great demand and 97 patients attended the 
Clinic at Penistone during 1961; in all they received 421 treatments. 
During the same period 37 patients received domiciliary treatment, 
involving 120 treatments or visits to the homes. I have been informed 
by the Chiropodist that on seven occasions she made a domiciliary 
visit by appointment and found that the patient was not at home. 


MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 


During 1961 steady evolution of the service took place and mch 
progress was made, but a great deal has to be achieved before the 
service envisaged by the Minister of Health and the County Authorities 
is accomplished, 


There are now two full-time Mental Welfare Officers established 
at the Divisional Health Office, Mortomley Hall, High Green and along 
with a Senior Mental Welfare Officer they forma Mental Health team 
working very closely with the General Practitioners, the Consultant 
Psychiatrists and the Hospitals. These Officers are given every 
opportunity to keep abreast of current trends through Refresher 
Courses, Week-end Seminars and In-service Training Schemes. 


Since the introduction of the new Act admissions to Hospital 
are arranged in a friendly, informal manner, with consultations 
taking place at the home of the patient between the General 
Practitioner, the Mental Welfare Officer and relatives. Encourage- 
ment and facilities for informal admission are given to the patient, 
and every effort is made to shorten the stay in Hospital. At the 
moment half the patients admitted to Hospital are ready for discharge 
after about three months stay, and many go home sooner. Approximately 
66.7% of those with a severe degree of mental infirmity go home 
within six months, mainly due to advanced techniques, new drugs and 
tranquillisers developed over the past few years. 


Liaism meetings are held at the Mental Hospital, dealing mainly 
with the resettlement of patients and their after-care. In this 
connection notifications of discharged patients, with brief case 
histories, are sent to the Divisional Health Offices, and follow-up 
work is carried out by Mental Welfare Officers working very closely 
with other services who are able to assist in the resettlement of 
patients. These contacts are a valuable asset when dealing with 
Mental Health problems. 


During last year the Hospital Plan for England and Wales was 
published. This outlined the new developments envisaged during the 
next 5 to 15 years. Some large Mental Hospitals will close down and 
in their place will be small new Psychiatric Hospitals. It is 
recommended that Psychiatric Units be attached to the larger General 
Hospitals, and more emphasis placed on community care and after-care. 
Also included are plans for the building of Hostels and sheltered 
Workshops, as occupational therapy is of great importance in the 
rehabilitation of the mentally ill patient. Major projects such as 
these take time to accomplish. There are a great many problems 
facing the plamers, not the least important being economic problems. 
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education. 


In the meantime I feel we should concentrate on Mental Health 


The general public should be encouraged to learn the 


principles of positive mental health, that there is no stigma
